POTATOES MIXING. 

Last year the question was partially 
discussed in our paper, whether differ- 
ent kinds of potatoes, planted near cach 
other, would mir. We then hesitated, but 
several farmers assured us afterwards, 
that they would not mix. 

A friend in Framingham, who has a 


thousand good qualities—quite as many 


as the tree-corn, or the Rohan potato— 
as much a wit as @ philosopher—one who 
trims nursery trees as well as cattle un- 
lawfully in the highway—one who is ever 
ready to correct his own faults, as well as 
those of his neighbors—one who often 
talks seriously, when there is nothing to 
make a jest of—this man gives us the 
reason why different kinds of potatoes, 
planted in the same hill, will not mix 
together. 

He says we plant the roots only, and 
not the secds—therefore there is no means 
of intermarriage of the plants—the pollen 
of the flowers not affecting the roots,but 
affecting only the seed balls 

We concur with our friend on this 
point. If he will, on second thought, 
agree with us that there are two kinds of 
Monopeles—useful ones, and injurious 
ones, we will not farther discuss the sub- 


ject at present. 


EARLY POTATOES. 

One good mode of raising potatoes 
early, is te carry out a basket full of po- 
tutoes into the garden in March, as soon 
as the frost is out of the ground. Spread 
the potatoes out, so as not to let one lie 
on another on the grass—cover them over 
three inches deep with horse-manure— 
then some refuse hay or straw—then 
cover over with boards sotight that the 
hens cannot scratch them up. 

In a few days, the sprouts will start 
out, and before they are two inches in 
l-ngth, uncover your hidden treasure ,and 
carefully transfer the seeds into your 
rows, prepared with rotten compost. If
